The Senate-House atomic energy 
committee voted late yesterday 
for maximum expansion of the 
atomic weapons program, already 
a billion-dollar-a-year industry. 

It directed the Atomic Energy 
Commission and the Defense De- 
partment to submit by Jan. 3 “a 
definite and concrete report on 
maximizing the role which atomic 
energy can and should play in 
the defense of the United States.” 

The joint committee will then 
study the report and present its 
recommendations to the next ses- 
sion of Congress. 

Senator McMahon (Dem.), Con- 
necticut, chairman of the com- 
mittee, declared a swiftly expand- 
ed atomic program might prevent 
a general war. If war came any- 
way, he told a press conference. 
“we would swiftly win it.” 

Contents of Resolution. 

The resolution, sponsored 
McMahon and unanimously 
ported by the committee, 
fer: 

“Estimates of 
money required, 
tent and type of new facilities 
estimated to be required, the 
priorities in materials and man- 
power involved, the probable im- 
pact upon other defense projects 
and the national economy as a 

whole, and the joint views of the 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
the department of defense as to 
the precise program which should 
be carried out in the atomic en- 
ergy field.” 

As it stands now. the expansion 
program is merely the policy of 
the Atomic Energy Committee. 
The policy must be approved by 
Congress. 

However. the resolution is the 
first concrete step to be taken 
toward making atomic weapons 
the backbone of American mili- 
tary armament, a course strongly 
advocated by McMahon. 

The resolution will go directly 
to the AEC and Defense Depart- 
ment instead of passing through 
the Senate and House, because of © 
the imminent adjournment of 
Congress.

23 ARE KILLED 
AS AIRLINER EIT 
PEAK IN CANADA 


Flying Boat Bound for 
Vancouver, B.C., Ap- 
parently Off Course at 
Time. 


NANAIMO, B.C., Oct. 18 (AP) 
—A Queen Charlotte Aijrlines 
plane, ilaboring futilely at full 
throttle to gain altitude, crashed 
against the side of a mountain 10 
miles from here last night, killing 
23 persons. 

The victims were 30 miles from 
their destination at Vancouver, 
B.C., nearing the end of a south- 
bound 400-mile flight from Ke- 
mano, when the’ twin-engined 
craft hit the rocky side of 5000- 
foot Mount Benson. Most of the 
passengers were believed to be 
construction workers, 

The accident was witnessed by 
Keith Price, operator of a power 
station near this city, which is 
150 miles northwest of Seattle. 

Price said it was about 6:50 
p.m. (8:50 p.m. St. Louis time) 
when the _plane, a PBY flying 
boat, circled his station at an alti- 
tude of about 50 feet, veered west 
and narrowly missed 130,000-volt 
power lines. Then, he related, 
the plane roared at full throttle 
toward the mountain in an appar- 
ent attempt to gain altitude, 
crashing on the rocks at the 2000- 
foot level. 

A sheet of flame leaped up and 
a loud explosion followed. 

Royal Canadian mounted po- 
lite arrived at the scene several 
hours later and found six charred 
bodies. A dense fog delayed re- 
covery of the other bodies. 

Kemano, where the flight orig- 
inated, is the site of the Alumi- 
num Company of Canada develop- 
ment in northern British Colum- 
bia. Nanaimo is 30 miles west of 
Vancouver, across Georgia strait, 
and the plane apparently was off 
course on its regularly scheduled 
run.

Vishinsky Assails U.S. Request 


To Aid Korean. Truce Move

Military Men Hesitate to Offend ‘Solid Citi- 
zens’ Who Profit From ‘Gold 
Coast’ Rackets.

BILOXI, Miss., Oct. 18 — The 
United States Air Force could 
drop an egg on the Kremlin to- 
morrow. But it is afraid to tangle 
with the underworld of New Or- 
leans and the Mississippi coast, 
which is getting more than its 
share of Uncle Sam’s defense dol- 


s. 

That, in a nutshell, is the situa- 
tion in Biloxi, where organized 
gambling racketeers take millions 
of dollars a year from the 30,000 
service personnel stationed at the 
Keesler Air Base _ electronics 
school. 

The racketeers have convinced 
the citizens and the politicians of 
the gamblers’ own economic im- 
portance to Biloxi. The military 
officials are afraid to offend these 
“solid” citizens and politicians by 
using the powers they have to 
drive the racketeers and their 
gambling devices into the Gulf of 
Mexico overnight. 

Growth of Organized Gambling. 

(An Associated Press dispatch 
yesterday said there had been re< 
ports that the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation has had agents 
checking for possible violations of 
a new federal law prohibiting in- 
terstate transportation of gam- 
bling devices, such as slot ma- 
chines.) 

Organized gambling took root 
along the Mississippi river back 
in the 1920s, during the real es- 
tate and resort boom on this 
coast. Today the gambling “in- 
dustry” gets most of its revenue 
from the 30,000 youngsters at 
Keesler Air Base, whose average 
age is just above 18 years. 

It is the $4,000,000 a month 
payroll of the Keesler field per- 
sonnel that sustains the slot 
machines, the horse books, the 
lotteries and the wide-open 
casinos of Biloxi and Harrison 
county, Miss. 

(Capt. Nicholas Stam, public 
relations officer at Keesler said 
the Air Force didn’t like the gam- 
bling situation but regarded it 
as a matter for the community 
to take care of. “If every place 
in Biloxi which has a slot ma- 
chine was placed off limits to 
service personnel,” he said, “half 
of the city would be closed 
down.”’) 

After a quarter century of ac- 
ceptance of illegal gambling, 
Biloxi today is a curious social 
mixture of racket interests, legiti- 
mate trade interests and political

The experience of Clark 
Shaughnessy Jr., son of the foot- 
ball coach and now publisher of 
the weekly Biloxi Bulletin, is 
typical. 


Shaughnessy is a former Chi- 
cago Daily News man. He has 
been critical of the administra- 
tion of Mayor R. Hart Chinn of 
Biloxi. 


Publisher Berated. " 

After publication of a recent 
story about the blackjack opera- 
tion in Biloxi, a citizen of the 
town berated Shaughnessy for 
mentioning the topic in his mews- 
paper. This citizen had impor- 
tant real estate interests that ben- 
efited from the operation of ille- 
gal slot machines. 

Shortly after this incident, the 
advertising accounts of several 
restaurants and nightclubs on the 
Mississippi beach were canceled 
out of Shaughnessy’s newspaper. 

Two Biloxi ministers, Douglas 
Carroll and Thomas Carruth, 
have attempted crusades against 
the gambling evil and have had 
their lives threatened frequently. 

At one stage of their campaign, 
these clergymen induced a 17- 
year-old airman at Keesler Air 
Base, who attended their 
churches, to sign a citizen’s com- 
plaint against the slot machine 
operators. The officers at the 
air base, however, refused to per- 
mit the youngster to testify. 

There is some evidence that 
Carlos Marcella, a notorious New 
Orleans gangster, who has con- 
nections with Frank Costello in 
New York, the Capone mob in 
Chicago and the Kansas City mob, 
has an interest in the Mississippi 
coast setup. 

It would take a major congres- 
sional investigation to pin this 
down. 

A business man named John 
Bertucci of Biloxi is regarded as 
the big slot machine man in the 
| city, there is no legal evidence to 
‘support this. 
| Marcella, the gangster, was a 
'witness at the same hearing, and 
when asked if he knew Bertucci 
he refused to answer on the 
| ground of possible self-incrimina- 
‘tion. 

Repeated attempts by “reform” 
elements in Biloxi, have been 
made to get Gov. Fielding 
Wright interested in suppressing 
‘gambling. An attorney of Biloxi, 
|Lee Guice, has laid evidence of a 
'breakdown in local law enforce- 
ment before Gov. Wright. The 
'Governor has referred the matter 
ito his attorney general and noth- 
|ing further has been heard of the 
|complaint. 
|, By a coincidence, the last two 
‘strongholds of organized gambling 
‘syndicates in the United States 
are also strongholds of the Dixie- 


crats. : 
The states of Mississippi and 
‘Louisiana are the citadels of the 


States Rights party, and it is in 
these two states that a dealer can 
still rely on steady work in a 
gambling house.

| NEW YORK, Oct. 18 (UP)— 
'One of the largest annual water- 
migrations 
has begun from the Canadian 
breeding places, C. A. (Snick) 
|Gross, president of Ducks Unlimi- 
'ted said today. 

Gross, head of the million dol- 
lar organization dedicated to the 
perpetuation of the continental 
waterfowl crop, said that ideal 
water conditions on the Canadian 
breeding grounds during the past 
summer have caused ducks and 
geese populations to increase by 
considerable proportions. 

As a result. he added, the mass 
migration of 1951 may be one of 
the “most spectacular” since the 
‘drouth years that nearly wiped 
‘out the North American wild bird 
population. 

The approach of freezing weath- 
er and blizzards in the Alberta, 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan prov- 
incés touched off the mass south- 
ward migration early this week. 
More than 75 per cent of all 
North American ducks and geese 
breed in these three provinces 
during the summer months.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (UP)—Chairman Emanuel Celler said | 
today his House baseball investigating committee had “no inten- | 
tion” of proposing federal policing of the game, regardless of ousted 


The New York Democrat, whose 
committee is studying whether 
baseball should be exempt from 
anti-trust laws, said the game 
doesn’t need any federal policing. 

Celler made the statement at a 
committee hearing in commenting 
on a Baltimore speech yesterday 
by Chandler. 

Chandler’s name was brought 
into the hearing by Representa- 
tive Patrick J. Hillings (Rep.), 
California, who quoted him as 
saying that “baseball and other 
sports could be placed under fed- 
eral control, if they’ lose public 
confidence.” 

“What about that?” Hillings 
asked Thomas J. Halligan, presi-

League, who was on the witness 
stand at the time.

HE United States has made a new request of the Russians 
7 that they co-operate in trying to end the Korean conflict—and 

has been denounced as a warmonger in reply. 

The Russian reaction to the new American attempt to bring 
peace to Korea is tricky and complicated, as Soviet maneuvers often 
are. 


The general tone of the reac- 
tion is offensive and even vituper- 
ative. Yet the Kremlin also offers 
to take part in peaceful negotia- 
tions and an optimist could inter- 
pret this offer as holding out 
hopes for a relaxation of tension, 
not only in Korea but elsewhere 
in the world. 

More Soviet Propaganda. 

The Soviets clearly want opti- 
mists to take this cheery view. 
The larger the number of peo- 
ple who do so, the more flatter- 
ing the light in which the Krem- 
lin will appear, and the less dis- 
posed the Western world will be 
to go ahead with its defense pro- 
grams. 

Clearly, however, the. fact that 
the Soviets want the world to 
believe this does not prove that| + 
it is true. The best preliminary 
judgment here is that the Russian 
reaction to the latest American 
approach probably means that the 
Kremlin does not intend to co-op- 
erate in bringing peace in Korea 
or anywhere else, at least for the 
time being. 

If the Soviets really wanted to 
co-operate, they would have re- 
sponded secretly, through diplo- 
matic channels and in a friendly 
spirit. Instead, they have replied 
with a savage propaganda cam- 
paign. This is not diplomacy; it 
is psychological warfare. 

U. S. to Keep Trying. 

The United States will continue 
to make every effort to reach 
agreement with the Soviets, how- 
ever, despite this rebuff. 

The latest attempt to get the 
Kremlin to co-operate in bringing 
peace to Korea was made on Oct. 
5. Admiral Alan G. Kirk, Ameri-

Democratic Chairman Bill 
Boyle’s loan for American Lith- 
ofold in St. Louis totaled $565,- 
000—a relatively small amount. 
G.O.P. Chairman  Gabrielson’s 
loan for Carthage Hydrocol was 
for $18,500,000—one of the big- 
ger loans granted by the RFC. 

Gabrielson drew a salary and 
fees totaling $201,000 from Car- 
thage Hydrocol during the period 
that he was either Republican Na- 
tional Committeeman from New 
Jersey or Republican National 
Chairman. He has been president 
of Carthage Hydrocol since April 
26, 1946, and did not resign after 
he became national chairman. 

Boyle claimed he received a fee 
of only $1250 from American 
Lithofold, though upon becoming 
Democratic chairman he sold his 
legal practice to Max Siskind, 
who paid him in annual install- 
ments.

To an Englishman who spent almost 
five years’ war service in Egypt, your 
editorial, “Egypt Fans the Flames,” has 
considerable interest. Based on per- 
sonal observation, I can confirm the 
aptitude of your phrase. “the Egyptian 
regime, cocky and corrupt. .. .” 

Of Egypt’s 20,000,000 people, 18,000,- 
000 are peasants who live in incredible 
squalor. Schools, medical facilities, 
drainage and the basic human necessi- 
ties are conspicuous by their absence. 
The average life span is under 30 years. 

During hostilities, the army employed 
hundreds of thousands of these wretch- 
ed people and I gleaned from Egyptian 
— that “they were never better 
off.” 

The camaraderie which existed be- 
tween the Tommies and these Egyp- 
tians was real, stemming as it did from 
a kind of shocked sympathy at the 
failure of the Egyptian Government to 
provide for its people’s elementary 
needs. 

So the talk of Egyptian “national 
spirit” and the “throwing off of the 
yoke of imperialism” has a flavor which 
in my opinion can only be labeled false. 

I assert it cannot possibly be the 
will of the people but is manufactured 
by the cocky and corrupt regime of 
which you speak. It is simply a subter- 
fuge of the pashas and beys who, reclin- 
ing in Biblical opulence, now see an 
opportunity to push home an advantage 
against a sorely tried Britain.

McGrath Cries “Lie!” 


All that has gone before in the myriad 
scandals in the Internal Revenue Bureau pales 
by comparison with the outrageous and shocking 
outburst of temper by Attorney General J. How- 
ard McGrath against Chief Judge George H. 
Moore of the Federal District Court at St. Louis. 

Has any member of a President’s Cabinet ever 
before hurled an insult comparable to the At- 
torney General’s cry of “damnable and con- 
temptible lies” at a widely esteemed member 
of the federal judiciary? 

We say with little fear of contradiction that a 
search of the entire history of the Federal Gov- 
ernment would provide nothing on a lower level. 

The head of the Department of Justice—his 
very title is a saddening mockery—has now 
apologized by personal telephone call to Judge 
Moore. That is the very least he could do. If 
the apology attempts to express a measure of 
regret, it only confirms the outrage. It does not 
expunge the insult. It cannot. 

Consider for a moment the insulter and the 
insulted. Judge Moore is in his seventy-fourth 
year. He has been a member of the Missouri 
bar just a half century—since 1901. That was 
two years before J. Howard McGrath was born! 

+ - . 


But George H. Moore has been: more than a 
member of the bar. He was, as it happens, an 
able Collector of Internal Revenue, here in St. 
Louis, in the Wilson Administrations. He knows 
from the inside the office which James P. Finne- 
gan so abused that he, Finnegan, now stands 
indicted by a federal grand jury for bribe-taking 
and other misconduct. For 17 vears George 
Moore has been on the federal bench and he 
is now the respected senior member in the East- 
ern District of Missouri. 

Yet because Judge Moore had the strong sense 
of public duty which caused him to push the 
Finnegan investigation against an unwilling, halt- 
ing, delaying Department of Justice, he was 
made the object of slander and nothing less 
from the lips of the Attorney General of the 
United States. 

Does anyone believe that the Finnegan case 
would be so far advanced toward trial if Judge 
Moore had not been resolute in the discharge of 
his responsibilities to the jury and to the public? 

Does anyone believe that the Finnegan case 
would have received the same kind of attention 
if it had gone “through regular channels,” as 
McGrath tried to arrange” 

Does anyone believe that the Department of 
Justice under its present head can be depended 
on to lift the Bureau of Internal Revenue out of 
the morass of graft and double-dealing into 
which its betrayers have plunged it?

If Mr. Truman needed before to follow the 
Coolidge example and appoint unimpeachable 
investigators and prosecutors, it is now abso- 
lutely imperative that he do so. 

Last week it was the President’s Secretary of 
the Treasury, John Snyder, who presented the 
undignified spectacle of trying to extricate him- 
self from the Finnegan scandal in gaping testi- 
mony before a congressional committee. 

This week it is the President’s Attorney Gen- 
eral who shouts “liar” at a courageous judge and 


_then tries to take it back when he realizes what

It should kill any 
chance that a man so unsuited as J. Howard 
McGrath ever would be cénfirmed for the Su- 
preme Court—for which, perish the thought, he 
is supposed to have been in line! 
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Toll: 335 U.N. Planes—241 Red 


A report from the Far Eastern Air Forces 
States that 335 U.N. planes have been shot down 
in aerial combat or by ground fire since the Ko- 
rean war began. In the same time U.N. planes 
have shot down only 241 enemy planes. The re- 
port, which excludes carrier-based naval planes, 
also shows that 70 of the 77 U.N. planes lost 
since last July have been victims of ground fire. 

This report is revealing and sobering. Par- 
ticularly so in light of the one-sided victories we 
have been winning when U.N. planes meet Red 
planes. Just this week dispatches told of 70 
American planes meeting more than 150 Red 
jets in a swirling air battle that resulted in nine 
Russian-built Migs and no American planes be- 
ing knocked down. That is fine but it must be 
realized that this F.E.A.F. report shows our plane 
losses due to enemy plane and ground fire have 
been four planes for every three of the Reds. 

Since July we have lost 10 planes from ground 
fire for every one shot down by a Red pilot. 
That is the toll of close-up support for ground 
troops. Perhaps the Reds have the proximity- 
fused shell which was our well kept secret in 
World War II, At any rate, this overall report 
should be kept in mind by all who have been 
thinking that our plane versus plane victories 
indicate our war in the air. is going handsomely 
for us. Just as in World War II, flak is deadly 
and it has been taking its toll. 
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Groundhogged 

One of the first acts of the House of Represen- 
tatives when the Ejighty-second Congress con- 
vened last January was to restore the power of 
the Rules Committee to constitute itself a sort 
of third house in the congressional process. 

The Rules Committee is supposed to be a 
traffic cop, but under the influence of the Re- 
publican-Southern Democrat coalition which has 
run it for many years it has often undertaken to 
substitute its judgment for that of the House on 
the merits of legislation. 

This it has now done in the case of revision 
of the Capehart amendment to the price control 
law. The Senate passed the revision, designed to 
make price control more effective, and there was 
evidence that the House would have concurred. 
Representative Spence, chairman of the House 
Banking Committee, had been pressing the bill. 

- But it now appears that the House will not get 
a chance to say whether it favors the bill. or not. 


The Rules Committee does not favor the bill and 


that is that. By refusing to Jet the bill come to 
the floor, the committee has apparently killed 
any chance of improving the price control law 
until next January. As Representative Spence 
Says, the revision bill has evidently been 
“groundhogged.” 

Any member of the House who wants to vete 
against strong price control is entitled to do so, 
but when some members of the House can pre- 
vent all members from voting either for or 
against it, power is being abused. 

The authority of the Rules Committee was 
curtailed briefly during the Ejighty-first Con- 
gress, but the ambitious men who dominate it 


recaptured their power last January. To the ex- 
tent that a weak price control law contributes to. 
inflation, the people will now pay the bill. 
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Mr. Taft and Medical School Aid 


Senator Taft’s gyrations on issues in Congress 
have virtually boxed the political compass on 
subject after subject. One of the least explicable 
of these displays of Taft vs. Taft occurred in the 
consideration of a bill for federal aid to medical 
education, as the Committee for the Nation’s 
Health points out. 

By his own account, in his campaign for re- 
election to the Senate in 1950 “I may say that 
in nearly every speech i made in Ohio I advo- 
cated the passage of this bill.” He became the 
ranking Republican sponsor of the measure, 
which was intended to enable the nation’s medi- 
cal schools, financially hard pressed, to train 
more physicians, dentists, and nurses. 

As a member of the Senate Labor committee 
he voted to report out the bill and signed. a 
unanimous report of the committee recommend- 
ing passage of the measure as “a practicable 
short-range emergency solution of an immediate 
and urgent problem.” 

That was in February. The American Medical 
Association, which had also favored the bill, re- 
versed its position that month on the grounds 
that federal aid “would end in the federal con- 
trol of the nation’s medical schools.” 

Early in October, in a vote on the bill which 
was technically a vote on an amendment, Sena- 
tor Taft reversed his position and voted against 
it. His opposition was enough to scuttle the en- 
tire measure by sending it back to committee. 
His explanation was that the budget picture had 
changed meanwhile and “I don’t believe we 
should start on any new domestic program no 
matter how meritorious it may be.” 

With these lame words he dismissed the prob- 
lem of a shortage of doctors and nurses which. 
as the Committee for the Nation’s Health says, 
poses “a grave threat to the health and lives of 
our armed forces and families on the home 
front.’’ Said Senator Kerr of Oklahoma: 

Should that awful day come when bombs 
are dropped on our cities, I say to the dis- 
tinguished Senator from Ohio that I would 
not want to live with myself if I had been 
instrumental in helping to prevent the en- 
actment of a law which would at least start 
the country in the direction of preparing to 
meet the requirements of that hour with 
reference to adequate doctors, nurses, den- 
tists and technicians. 

A few days ago the Draft Taft Clubs of Ameri- 
ca began soliciting doctors for contributions to 
the Taft presidential campaign, using the argu- 
ment that Senator Taft would protect them from 
the American Medical Association’s arch-hate, na- 
tional health insurance.

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Tiled-Bathroom Propaganda 

Gov. Dewey's criticism of American propa- 
ganda in Asia has been made by others before 
him, but it is no less cogent for that. As a 
graphic way of spreading this philosophy, the 
Americans for Democratic Action are just now 
distributing an eloquent picturebook compiled 
by Arthur Goodfriend and introduced by Chester 
Bowles. 

Having looked at the Far East in person,Dewey 
says the ‘“green-tile-bathroom” line of propa- 
ganda, in which we tell the Asians what a won- 
derful standard of living we have, plays right 
into Soviet hands. The typical Asian is inter- 
ested in fish and rice, not in the wonders of 
American opulence, says Gov. Dewey. We should 
“quit trying to make the rest of the world over 
into our own image,” and should advocate “Asia 
for the Asians—not for the Russians.” 

Gov. Dewey might well have added that the 
best propaganda is what a country does rather 
than what it says. If our best way to win friends 
in the Far East is to advocate “Asia for the 
Asians,” we can hardly follow a policy which a 
great many Asians will interpret as meaning 
“Indochina for the French.” 

If, as Gov. Dewey rightly says. we need every 
friend we can get. “whether they are black, 
brown, yellow or white,” then we might find 
that the national interest as well as abstract jus- 
tice would be served by a rapid elimination of 
racial discrimination at home. 
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Trivia and Heat 

All production at the big Anheuser-Busch 
brewery has been stopped by a labor dispute 
which began over ‘an apparent triviality but has 
been prolonged for 18 days with increasing heat. 

The dispute does not involve union recogni- 
tion, wages and hours, union security or other 
fundamental questions. It involves whether bot- 
tle inspecting jobs shall be eliminated in the 
basement floor or the fourth floor. The company 
says the union agreed to eliminating one inspec- 
tion but wanted the jobs cut out on the fourth 
floor and not the basement. 

Management now says job locations are its 
proper function; the union says its contract calls 
for mutual consent on relocating jobs. This is- 
sue has become charged with emotion. The com- 
pany laid off 1600 workers on grounds that there 
had been a production slowdown. The union 
countered by accusing the company of trying to 
wreck its bargaining position. So picket lines are 
out, 6000 workers are idle and production stops. 

This seems a high price for either side to pay 
for what union leaders admit was a “trivial” 
matter in the first place. But it is not too late 
for both sides to recall, as they have, the long 
record of good labor relations at Anheuser- 
Busch. Such relations require unusual hard 
sense and hard work day by day, lest they de- 
teriorate to where trivia can ignite into strife. 
An innocent bystander—or a lover of good 
beer—can only hope that mutual trust between 
employer and employe is rebuilt quickly at An- 
heuser-Busch, in the basement and fourth floor 
and every other floer. 
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Absenteeism Again 

Good roads legislation is very nearly the most 
important subject before the Missouri Legisla- 
ture. Yet the State Senate was prevented from 
discussing the question Wednesday because only 
20 of the 34 Senators were present. 

Senator Michael Kinney of St. Louis, who is 
handling legislation for a $557,500,000 10-year 
highway program, naturally postponed consider- 
ation. Efforts to increase road revenues have 
run into enough opposition from the truck lobby 
and other pressure groups, without having to 
meet the obstacle of light attendance. 

Herbert A. Trask reports that since the au- 
tumn session began last month, Senators have 
seemed unwilling to say on the job more than 
two days a week. The House has had to recess 
from week to week while waiting for bills. Thus

There are few Americans, if any, more 
aware than Mr. Hoffman of what keeps 
the United States a fre2 and dynamic 
country.

Such methods, he counsels, tend to make 
needed criticism “socially dangerous” and 
to “force conformity through fear.” 


“Some of our people, often good peo- 
ple,’ Mr. Hoffman says, “are ready to pil- 
lory anyone who held an unpopular view 
or supported an unpopular cause. As a 
result, too many of our fellow citizens have 
been afraid to speak out. In far too many 
cases decisions, often in high places, have 
been influenced by fear. In short, the 
danger of Communist penetration has been 
compounded by the spread of panic.” 

Such a state of mind impairs the sources 
of our national strength, he says, plays 
into the hands of the Kremlin, and does 
not belong to a nation “which has grown 
to greatness and glory because it has rec- 
ognized the rights of nonconformists and 
dissenters.’”’ So he asks us to hold up to 
ourselves the mirror of self-examination. 


The atmosphere of some of the congres- 
sional hearings which are going on now 
in Washington shows that this warning is 
timely and concrete—that Mr. Hoffman is 
not just talking theory in a vacuum. 


The most concrete, immediate example 
is the bitter, personality-laden, name-call- 
ing controversy between the Department 
of State and some of its critics over the 
question of recognizing Communist China. 


The critics of the State Department 
charge that back in 1949 officials of the 
department “considered” cutting off mili- 
tary aid to Chiang and advocated recogni- 
tion of the Communist Government, which 
had then acquired control of China. 


Officials of the State Department reply 
that they never advocated recognition of 
the Communist regime, and add virtuously 
that they never even “considered” such 
recognition. Well, isn’t it about time some- 
body asked: 

Why shouldn’t and why didn’t the State 
Department “consider” exchanging am- 
bassadors with the Chinese Communist 
Government prior to its joining the Ko- 
rean aggression? 


Honest Differences of Judgment 


If the department didn’t consider this 
course, wasn't it remiss in its duty to con- 
sider very fully the merits and demerits 
of all actions it might be in the interests 
of the United States to take? Since the 
top American military advisers in Wash- 
ington and China formally recommended 
suspending arms aid to Nationalist China, 
lest these arms fall into Communist hands, 
should it be considered disloyal that Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson “concurred,” 
as he says he did? 

I happen to agree that the Government's 
decision not to recognize Communist China 
and not to cut off aid to Nationalist China 
was sound. But when you look at the way 
this hearing is being conducted, the ques- 
tions which stem from Mr. Hoffman's calm 
and wise words are these: 

Should public officials be condemned 
for even “considering” courses of action 
because they are unpopular or later be- 
come unpopular? Doesn't this stifle the 
kind of wide-ranging, objective thinking 
which an alert government needs? 

Why pillory people for honest differ- 
ences of judgment which have later be- 
come unpopular? 

While it is healthy to have a hot debate 
over recognition or nonrecognition of 
Communist China two years ago, is it 
healthy for either side in the debate to 
assume that those who dissent are disloyal 
or unpatriotic or stupid or all three? 


Mr. Hoffman asks that we think it over.

Here’s a fascinating situation: What in 
the earthly world are the poverty-stricken 
Persians going to do with all those lovely 
electric toasters, vacuum cleaners, radios 
and other electric gadgets which the de- 
parting British left behind in Abadan? The 
British gave them to their household serv- 
ants. The servants had no use for them, 
so they sold them cheaply in the bazaars. 


Now what? What does a poor but in- 
genious Persian do with a vacuum cleaner 
but no electricity? How alive is a dead 
radio? Have the Persians (their annual 
average income is $48) at last got some- 
thing, or haven’t they? 

Not in 2000 years have they been in such 
an anomalous situationa situation alive 
with the very kind of enchantment which 
their myth-makers envisioned of old. The 
myth of Sleeping Beauty. There she sleeps. 

Picture, if you please, the poverty-strick- 
en Persians in possession of a fabulous 
amount of oil and machinery to handle it 
but unable to do anything about it. Pic- 
ture them in possession of innumerable 
household gadgets (the British must have 


left thousands) which won't work. In short, 
a high standard of living simply awaiting 
the kiss of 110 volts. 

Never have the helpless Persians faced 
such enchanting possibilities since the an- 
cient Greeks pulled the rug from under 
Cyrus the Great and left them with plenty 
of nothing. 


FLOODS AND COMMON SENSE.

The disastrous floods which swept Kan- 
sas, Missouri and Oklahoma this summer 
brought new attention to the existing gov- 
ernmental ban on federal funds for plan- 
ning or starting new flood control or water 
resources projects. In the words of Sen- 
ator Chavez: “The floods may yet be the 
salvation of this nation if they bring some 
sense to Congress.” ' 

The estimated cost of the protection 
program, now before Congress, is $300,- 
000,000. That, of course, is not a trivial 
sum but the estimated flood loss is $875,- 
000,000. That is a “dead loss,” in that it 
is completely non-productive,

Between Book Ends 


Men Live Many Lives 
THE SOUND OF SPANISH VOICES, by Lonnie Cole- 
man. (E. P. Dutton & Co., 252 pgs., $3.) 

Mr. Coleman’s third novel gives one the 
impression that here is an author who 
knows exactly where he is going, what he 
wants to say and how he wants to say it— 
a rather rare feeling 
in these days of con- 
fused and mystical 
young men, war-be- 
gotten veterans and 
excitable females. 

Into “The Sound 
of Spanish Voices,” 
a comparatively short 
novel, the author tel- 
escopes a number of 
very large themes. 
The lives and 
thoughts of sensitive 
and perceptive per- 
sons are inextricably 
interwoven with the 
careers of others: 
we cannot escape new associations and 
their influences, the actions of others, 
which we think have no bearing on our 
behavior, come at some point into our ex- 
perience, shaping our character. The defi- 
nition of maturity has often been cited 
as understanding of the part we play in 
the web of interacting influences. 


The foregoing constitution is the gen- 
eral theme of “The Sound -of Spanish 
Voices.” There comes a time, says the 
author, when we think we have severed all 
old associations and cast off all old influ- 
ences, when we stop in the middle of 
things and deliberately begin a new life. 
Almost immediately we are plunged into 
complex new situations and are participat- 
ing against our will in the lives, hopes, as- 
pirations and frustrations of others. 

It is at this point in the game that the 
book’s central figure, a writer, fipds him- 
self as the novel begins. He cannot write 
in the existing atmosphere of ghostly old 
loves and painful memories. He flees. But 
the flight takes him out of the psychologi- 
cal frying pan but plunges him into the 
fire. He finds himself in a small hotel in 
a South American dictator-republic. 
Against his will, he joins in the new life, 
turbulent with the clash of characters and 
political issues. 

And he realizes that “Like all of us, he 
lives many lives. Sometimes they seemed 
sharply separate like the frayed and un- 
raveled threads of a rope. Only occasion- 
ally did they come tightly together... . 
“He must, he knew, do two things: make 
peace with himself and set himself some 
proper and workable relationship to oth- 
ers. . . . That was work for a lifetime, it 
was life itself.” 

At this point revolution breaks out. Be- 
tween the insurgent popular spirit of the 
native people and the faded, decadent ele- 
gance of the hotel and its residents is in- 
evitable conflict—the clash of old and new. 
Strife is carried further by a tentative love 
affair between the writer and a native 
woman too engrossed in the revolution to 
recognize and admit the love she seeks. 
On the individual level the duel between 
old and new is symbolized in a striking 
way in the conflict between the young 
writer and an elderly author whose crea- 
tive period is ended. 

Between these varied elements Mr. Cole- 
man weaves his way, tying them together, 
pin-pointing the interacting forces. His 
prose is imaginative and impressive, his 
ideas so good that one wonders at his 
ability to compress them into the confines 
of this novel.

If you want to go fancy, the old 
bird is right in there ready to 
play ball. Anything you say goes. 
It lends itself to the wine and 
herb treatment, and although it 
pops up under a lot of fancy 
names, the cooking is never quite 
as complicated as it may sound. 

A dish much to the point is 
chicken cacciatore, which was de- 
vised in Italy long ago, has pros- 
pered there for a century, and 
has long been a favorite on this 
side of the ocean. It’s one of the 
best, and one of the easiest ways 
to doll up a chicken. Like this: 

Chop a large onion, somewhat 
coarsely, and brown it slightly in 
a couple of tablespoons of olive 
oil. Take the onion out of the 
grease and hold it for future ref- 
erence. Now cut a three to three 
and a half-pound roasting chicken 
into serving pieces and dredge 
them with flour seasoned with 
Salt. and pepper. Add a couple 
of tablespoons of oil to that in 
which the onions were browned, 
and saute the chicken therein. 

When the chicken is well 
browned on both sides, add two 
cups of freshly canned tomatoes 
and a cup of coarsely chopped 
sweet green peppers from which 
the seeds and ribs have been re- 
moved. 

Now put the browned onions 
back in the pan and let the works 
simmer, covered, for about 15 
minutes over a low flame. Then 
check to see that the liquid 
doesn’t get too low. If it does, 
add some chicken stock or con- 
somme. Cover it again and let it 
simmer for another 45 minutes. 

* 


HAVING EATEN the chicken 
cacciatore, you will be both en- 
lightened and inspired. You will 
have gained an inkling of some of 
the things that can be done with 
our little barnyard friends, and 
you will want to go on to explore 
further. In® which case, you 
might, if you happen to have a 
couple of nice broilers kicking 
around, try paprika chicken. 
Thisaway: 

Mince four large onions real 
fine. Heat a fourth of a cup of 
lard or bacon fat and cook the 
chopped onions in them for about 
10 minutes, but keep them white. 
Don’t let them brown. Add a 
couple of tablespoons of paprika 
(sweet Hungarian paprika pre- 
ferred), mix it in well and then 
a half pint of tomato puree or 
the juice of two large ripe toma- 
toes. Also cut six large pepper 
rings, but hold them for decora- 
tion. Break the rest of the pep- 
per into pieces and toss it in with 
the onions. Season it with salt 
and let it simmer for 10 minutes. 

The chickens should be cut into 
eight pieces each. Add them to 
the sauce, along with a little 
water if it threatens to become 
too dry, but be careful. The meat 
contains some moisture, and you 
might get the mixture too thin. 

Cover the pot and let it sim- 
mer on a low flame, stirring it 
occasionally, for 45 minutes. 
When it is done and tender, re- 
move the meat and run the gravy 
through a sieve. Mix a fourth of 
a pint of sour cream with a big 
tablespoon of flour and add that 
to the gravy. Put the meat back 
in and let everything boil to- 
gether for one-half minute.

and stew it for an hour and a 
half in four cups of water. 

Take it out of the broth. Put 
a half cup of olive oil, a fourth 
of a cup of butter and a finely 
chopped onion in a skillet. Add 
the chicken and brown it well. 

Now add half a cup of tomato 
paste. In another skillet place 
another fourth of a cup of butter, 
and brown therein two finely 
chopped onions, a cup of un- 
cooked, washed rice, and a half 
pound of fresh, sliced mush- 
rooms, Add a third of a cup of 
grated Parmesan cheese. 

Now place half of the rice mix- 
ture in a deep casserole. Put the 
chicken on top of that. Then add 
three cups of the chicken stock. 
Cover the chicken with the rest 
of the rice. Cover the casserole 
and bake it at 300 degrees for 
two hours. Then take off the 
cover, sprinkle it with Parmesan

half hour.

IF YOU WANT to try some- 
thing that is really rich and 
fancy, but out of this world, take 
a crack at this Peruvian chicken 
with almonds. 

Saute a tablespoon of minced 
onions in butter. Next add a half 
cup of dry white wine, a cup of 
white sauce, a cup of chicken 
stock, one clove and one bay leaf. 
Cook it for five minutes. 

Now add a three-pound chicken, 
which has been cooked and cut 
up, and follow it with a fourth 
of a cup of raisins and half a cup 
of minced almonds. When the 
mixture is good and hot, add 
three well-beaten egg yolks, a 
half cup of sour cream and a 
fourth of a cup of sherry. Cook 
it for one more minute, and 
serve. It’s something.

ES. In many animals, including

I fed my babies on a four- 
hour schedule and they were al- 
ways hungry before the four 
hours were up. So they would 
cry and I made them wait and my 
mother just couldn’t stand it. She 
always had to get out of the 
house and take a walk when they 
cried. 

“But now my daughter just 
feeds the baby when he is hun- 
gry, and we're all happy. They 
call it the ‘self-demand’ method 
of feeding and I’m certainly all 


for it.”

“SELF-DEMAND” is a new ex- 
pression, but the method of in- 
fant feeding it describes is older 
than the rigid three-hour or four- 
hour schedules on which many of 
today’s children, and many of you 
parents as well, were brought up. 

Feeding a baby on a self-de- 
mand schedule means letting the 
child’s own internal rhythm, his 
own appetite—not a rigid sched- 


ule—decide when (and how much): 


he should be fed. 

A mother once brought her 
baby twins, Joan and Joe, to us, 
because they, and she, were get- 
poe along so badly about feed- 


g. 
“They’re on a four-hour sched- 
ule,” she explained to us, “but it 
isn’t working out at all. Joanie is 
hungry after only about three 
hours. So she starts to cry, and 
by feeding time she has been 
crying for an hour and is too dis- 
turbed to eat. 

“Joe is just the opposite. He’s 
such a sleeper. He’s nearly al- 
ways asleep when it’s time for his 
feeding, and I have to wake him 
up, but he’s often too sleepy to 
eat. So neither one of them is 
gaining, and I’m _ worried to 


death.” 

We recommended that the 
twins bé put on ‘“self-demand.” 
And after one month of eating 
when they were hungry, both 
twins were healthier—and their 


mother was much happier. 
* * * 


TRYING TO ENFORCE a rigid 
schedule in many cases means a 
battle between mother and child. 
By putting the infant on self-de- 
mand—that is, by letting his own 
internal rhythm determine when 
he should be fed and when he 
should sleep—parents can adapt 
their rules and regulations to the 
child, instead of requiring the 
child to struggle tos meet the 
adult rules. And as the child

The: bright 
ones, the able ones, learn easily and win easily enough but 
the poor workers need a great deal of help. 

It is not wise to neglect the bright children for the dull 
ones. Neither is it wise or right to neglect the dull ones, put 
them off in the back of the room,and let them sit there. Ar- 
rangements should be made to give the bright and the able 
ones the attention they require, to give some time to the 
slow, the dull and the very poor students. They will need 
to have the teacher close to them, the steps of the lesson very 
short and close together, the point made sharp and clear, 
one point at a time. The help of an older, bright child who 
has a sympathetic soul should be enlisted. Children like these 
learn sooner from another child than from an adult.

A TIMID CHILD handicapped by a slow-working mind 
cannot, for example, stand before the class and make an oral 
report on a text as the bright ones can and he should not 
be asked to do so.

Gene Fowler—‘Boswell of Broadway’ 


Biographer Recalls the Time His Daughter Turned Borgia on Barrymore; He Bit a Horse in England

ENE FOWLER’S book, “Schnoz- 
(5 2012,” on Jimmy Durante, fol- 

lows a big parade—“Great 
Mouthpiece” on lawyer Bill Fal- 
lon—‘“Beau James” on Jimmy 
Walker——“Good Night, Sweet 
Prince” on John Barrymore. 

A keen but kind reporter, Fow- 
ler says: “If my grandmother was 
still alive I hope she’d say this 
about me—“You'’re a sharp ob- 
server, son. Trying to hide a 
secret from you is like trying to 
smuggle daybreak past a rooster.’ ” 

“Pride of the Rockies” was the 
slogan stamped on the flour 
sacks out of which Fowler’s 
grandmother used to make his 
underwear when he was growing 
up in Denver. As a newspaper- 
man, he made his dent on Denver 
before he moved on to Broadway 
and Hollywood and towns with 
more tinsel. His book on Jimmy 
Durante, published last month, 
links East and West Coasts, but 
the first to link the two gaudy 
ends of Main Street was Fowler’s 
biography of John Barrymore. 
Fowler says:. 

“His life was a tragedy—once 
he explained to me his moods 
of self-destruction: ‘I’ve done 
everything three times ... the 
fourth time around, it gets mo- 
notonous, Still, you don’t feel 
pity for Jack, because he didn’t 
want it.

HUS in his essay, “Of Riches,” 

Francis Bacon indicated what 

it means to be “penny wise,” 
namely, to hold back from spend- 
ing in instances where it is really 
good business or good economy to 
do so. But already in Bacon’s day 
the full saying, ‘“‘Penny-wise and 
pound-foolish,” was known. In 
1607 one of Bacon’s now forgotten 
contemporaries wrote, “If by cov- 
etousnesse or negligence, one 
withdrew from them their foode, 
he shall be penny wise, and pound 
foolish.”

West thought about opening a 
club, but he decided to lead part- 
ner’s bid suit despite South’s 
show of spade strength. East 
played the spade 10 on the first 
trick—and declarer had the fore- 
sight to duck! From that point 
on, the defenders were “chained.” 
It didn’t matter what continua- 
tion East elected to make—de- 
clarer established the diamond 
suit and two heart tricks without 
losing control of the hand. 

It should be observed that if 
declarer wins the first trick, suc- 
cessful defense becomes virtually 
automatic. He must clear dia- 
monds. West takes the first 
diamond trick and leads his re- 
maining spade, and although 
South still wins three tricks in 
spades, the defense collects two 
spade tricks, two diamonds and 
one heart before declarer can get 
his ninth trick. 

To repeat, then, South made an 
excellent play when he ducked at 
the first trick, but an extremely 
astute East would not have given 
South that opportunity! Observe 
that East can defeat the hand by 
playing a low spade on the first 
trick! Now South must win the 
trick, and when he leads a dia- 
mond, West goes up and con- 
tinues spades. South’s two re- 
maining spade stoppers are 
knocked out before he can estab- 
lish both diamonds and hearts, 
and the contract is beaten.
